CORN AS A FUEL 



Making all allowances for dam- 
ages to the crop during August, 
tne yield will probably aggregate 
at least 2,300,000,000 bushels. 
The largest previous yields were 
3,060,154,000 bushels in 1891 and 
2,113,892,000 bushels in 1889. 
Much has been heard lately of 
how greatly such a crop will en- 
rich the farmer and country, but 
the more enthusiastic prohets have 
overlooked the question of price. 
It often happens, in proof of an 
old economic demonstration, that 
short crops will bring a larger ag- 
gregate money return than a big 
crop. The unprecedented corn 
yield of 1880 had a farm value 
much less than the short corn crop 
of 1890 or of 1892. The present 
enormous yield promises to have 
an aggregate value to the farmer 
no greater than that of 1889. The 
December option at Chicago 
now down to about 27 cents 
bushel, which is the level touch 
for that month in 1889.

ins a price of only about 
;ents to the farmer in th- 
corn section of Kansa 
away from the railroad c 
eaus a price that will pay the 
farmer better not to sell.

It is as- 
serted that an equal weight of 
the cob will yiel.l more 
heat than coal, and it is besides 
.oiri to handle and almost 
okeless. A prominent operati 



respondent, corn is not at all feas- 
ible as a fuel. It burns out iron 
rapidly, as it produces intaaaa 
heat. Even in stoves few ol theaa 
in which corn is used as fuel laal 
more than a season. Firemen who 
have used corn say that it requires 
constant feeding to keep up that 
steady heat required for tha mak- 
ing of steam. From various sec- 
tions come reports that little or no 
corn has been used regularly for 
fuel except in extreme ca.es, al* 
though it is said there is no more 
pleasant fire to sit by than a corn 
fire. The manager of a packing 
plant at Wichita, however, says 
that if corn fell to 12 cents a bushel 
there (equivalent to 35 cents at 
Chicago) they will use it for fuel 
in their business, as it will be 
cheaper than coal. 

It is now claimed that the roar of

COAL TRADE IN THE SOUTH 

The Alabama coal mines art 
busier than they have ever been. 
They have all the orders they can 
fill and are run to the top notch. 
A special feature of the coal trade 
in this district at present is the in- 
vasion of the Pittsburgh coal field 
by our coal men. 

W. E. Leake, president of th 
Virginia and Alabama company 
says they are doing a big biisinc< 
on the Mississippi river, supplying 
the plantations. This compi 
Will ship during September iH,. 
tons of coal to the southern c 
tipple at Greenville. The Sloss 
Iron and Steel company, and the 
Coal, Iron and Railroad 
also the Corona Coal 
company, will do as 
much. More than 100,000 tons of 
Alabama coal will be sold to Miss 
issippi river sugar plantations this 
year, where last year the total Ala 
bama coal business there was but 
18,000 tons. The reason of thi 
increase in business is caused by 
the failure of the Pittsburgh peo 
pie to float their coal barges south 
ward during the summer, on ac- 
count of the dryness of the rivers — 
the Ohio, the Allegheny and th< 
Monongahela. It will be Novem- 
ber before they can get their coal 
to New Orleans. In this conne 
tion the New Orleans Times- Dei 
ocrat of a recent date says: "5 
far the plans of the Alabama coal 
combine have worked to perfee 
Many ot the Pittsburg coal 
re virtually out of the market, 
and though they might be able to 
fill an order, it is very doubtful if 
they could. Unless Ihe coal fleet 
is released at Pittsburgh by a rise 
the Alabama coal 
an undisputed field 
of sale for the next forty days or 
more — some think three months. 
New Orleans is short on her Pitts- 
burg coal fleet some 400 boats, or 
cbout 400,000 tons of coal. 

The strike among the coal min- 
ers at the Little Warrior mines, 
which has been on since July, has 
been declared off. The company 
granted the miners an advance of 
5cents per ton and they have re- 
sumed work. 

The mines at Blossburg are 
rer run with orders and the South- 
ern railroad is unable to furnish 
them a sufficient number of cars 
shipping their coal. Maj.
